2. Claims 2-10, and 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references cited in this and the previous office action disclose a printed circuit board 
having interlayer resin insulating layers, conductive circuits on a core substrate, and 
some other elements. However, they do not disclose in combination a first resin 
substrate ad a capacitor are coupled to each other by an insulating bonding agent. The 
insulating bonding agent is lower in a coefficient of thermal expansion than the first resin 
substrate.
